The vote came after a day of debate in whieh the president 


was being criticized and praised for taking the historic step he did. 


Washington, Feb. 7.—Declaring 


ihe United States "has not been 
neutral,".that Great Britain has 
persistently violated rights of the 
United States to the seas; that the 
Uaited States has borne these vio- 
lations as if it had been an ally of 
Great Britain and Germany has 
no reason to feel friendly toward 
Ihe United States, Senator John 
D. Works, California, Republican, 
today voiced the first opposition 
heard in congress to the presi- 
dent's action in severing diplo- 
matic relations with Germany. 


Admitting Germany had violat- 


ed the rights of American citizens 
on the seas under international 
law, Works said: 


"I protest against.this or any 


other movement that tends to- 
wards war with Germany for no 
greater cause than has ye$ been 
given." 


The address by Works came as 


a bolt from a clear sky. The sen-

about 50 years, to commit suicide 
t,v hanging himself from the head 
pioce of his iron,bed by using a 
jive foot piece of rope early Wed- 
nesday morning at his boarding 
house, 924 John street, llartin 
was a pipefitter employed at the 
X. £ \V. car shops and had been 
in Portsmouth libout two years. 
lie had won many friends since 
coming to this .city who will be 
surprised to hear of his death. 


Mr. Martin had been at the George 
Abrams boarding house since coni- 
ing to Portsmouth. 


Eight years ago Mr. Martin's

foi the efforts of the board. It was this same body that^got behind 
the good roads cause and gave it that vitality that through the al- 
most unanimous vote of the city made it into a reality. Opportunity 
is ever arising. There may be and there will surely be splendid 
enterprises and undertakings to be fostered in behalf of the city 
and county. For let it be understood the board of trade strives

the Chicago Staats Zcitung, but" rather feel our own patriotism 
and our pride in country stirred by the re'bukc administered to him 
Jiy F. C. Miller, president of tho German- American Alliance aiid sec- 
retary of the German-American Red Cross socicty,_with a member- 
ship of 25,000 Germans and Austrians, and which rings as true as 
any sentiment any native son can utter.
